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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 1 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office Action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office Action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over the article "Breakthrough in Biotechnology" 
(Durchbruch in der Biotechnologie, mit RMPD®-microFLUDIK,{Oc\.ober 24, 2000)). 

4. With respect to claim 1, the "Breakthrough" article discloses a microfluidic chip 
comprising cavities and channels that connect the former with one another, capillary 
fluid transport channels disposed thereupon, at least one of the cavities being a reaction 
chamber; the chip comprising a layered construction of plastic material, on the basis of 
a 3D layer model, a hydrophobic cover layer, whereby channels coming out of the 
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different cavities empty into at least one reaction chamber (see "Breakthrough in 
Biotechnology" (English translation), entire disclosure). 

5. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Gotzen (DE 10144579 A1). 

6. With respect to claims 4 and 5, Gotzen discloses a method of forming a 
polymeric film layer comprising: continuously generating a film of one or more layers of 
light-curing plastic material between at least one pair of rollers, layering the film over the 
desired substrate material, exposing the film layer to a means for curing the layered film 
and underlying substrate into an integrated monolithic structure (see Gotzen (English 
translation), entire disclosure). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. The following is Examiner's statement of reasons for indicating allowable subject 
matter: 

With respect to claims 2 and 3, the "Breakthrough" article does not disclose or 
suggest wherein the microchip comprises cavities, channels, chambers, and 
crosspieces as specifically provided for and configured in Applicant's claims.
